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A brief word on racial egalitarianism. 

So, this one is a new one and I feel like I should briefly address it. Due to us not 
taking a position in favor of racial balkanization, segregation, etc. we get much 
abuse thrown our way. However, those doing the abusing whether subconsciously 
or not are the biggest exponents of racial egalitarianism. It is them that apply 
characteristics to populations based upon whatever racial group they happen to 
belong to. It is racialists that believe that these characteristics are passed through 
genes which are received through the parents. When biology comes to define you 
as a people and individuals, then by consequence the range of differentiation 
within a given gene pool would have to be very limited. Biological races would 
contain very little in the way of diversity, with everyone having similar traits and 
characteristics. 

Obviously, this is a fallacious way of looking at the world, not only does extreme 
differentiation exist amongst biologically similar population groups but also 
amongst families. Anyone with a large family has seen how different siblings can 
be from each other, not only trait-wise but also morally as well. It doesn’t take 
science to confirm this, simple observation is more than enough. 


While racialists will ascribe different traits to different races, the illustration of 
those traits is so superficial and unreflective of reality, that they’re often 
deemphasized in argument, instead of being substituted for emotive appeals for 
group identity, which in turn is met by anti-racists making similar but more 
expansive arguments for egalitarianism across racial lines. The end result is the 
expansion of egalitarianism as an idea as pseudo concepts begin to pile on top of 
each other to build a house of straw. 

The ABP rejects egalitarianism in all its forms. Life is not about being equal. Life 
is about differences, not only amongst families, but also in nations, and amongst 
biological groups. There is no nation on the planet without doctors, scientists, 
educators, entertainers, criminals, saints, etc. It is this differentiation which we 
strongly encourage as a healthy outgrowth of society and wish to enfold within the 
unity of the State.

Q. What would you say about the formulation of the Christian state, like under 
Franco? 

A. It would be different to the extent that we wouldn't observe a specific religious 
institution, such as the Catholic Church, but acknowledge ideals inherent within 
Christianity which have been guiding the growth of western civilization for the last 
two thousand years and fulfill a need which all of us have for spiritual progress and 
security. When we speak of breaking down the wall of separation between church 
and state, it’s not with the intention of recognizing a specific institution per se, but 
of making religious ideas once again a concern of the State.

The State as the Will of the 
Nation

The State, as thus conceived, is not merely the political fabric. The term “State ” 
accents indeed the political aspect of the whole, and is opposed to the notion of an 
anarchical society. But it includes the entire hierarchy of institutions by which life 
is determined, from the family to the trade, and from the trade to the Church and 
the University. It includes all of them, not as the mere collection of the growths of 
the country, but as the structure which gives life and meaning to the political 
whole, while receiving from it mutual adjustment, and therefore expansion and a 
more liberal air. The State, it might be said, is thus conceived as the operative 
criticism of all institutions—the modification and adjustment by which they are 





capable of playing a rational part in the object of human will. And criticism, in this 
sense, is the life of institutions. As exclusive objects, they are a prey to stagnation 
and disease—think of the temper which lives solely for the family or solely for the 
Church; it is only as taken up into the movement and circulation of the State that 
they are living spiritual beings. It follows that the State, in this sense, is, above all 
things, not a number of persons, but a working conception of life. It is, as Plato has 
taught us, the conception by the guidance of which every living member of the 
commonwealth is enabled to perform his function. If we ask whether this means 
that a complete conception of the aims and possibilities of the common life exists 
even in the minds of states- men, not to speak of ordinary citizens, the question 
answers itself in the negative. And yet the State can only live and work in as far as 
such a conception, in however fragmentary, one-sided shapes, pervades the general 
mind. It is not there mostly in reflective shape; and in so far as it is in reflective 
shape it is according to ultimate standards contradictory and incomplete. But 
everyone who has a fair judgment of what his own place demands from him, has, 
at his own angle, so to speak, a working insight into the end of the State; and, of 
course, practical contradictions would be fewer if such conceptions were completer 
and more covered by each other. But a complete reflective conception of the end of 
the State, comprehensive and free from contradiction, would mean a complete idea 
of the realization of all human capacity, without waste or failure. Such a 
conception is impossible owing to the gradual character of the process by which 
the end of life, the nature of the good, is determined for man. The Real Will, as 
represented by the State, is only a partial embodiment of it. 

{b) The State, as the operative criticism of all institutions, is necessarily force; and 
in the last resort, it is the only recognized and justified force. It seems important to 
observe that force is inherent in the State, and no true ideal points in the direction 
of destroying it. For the force of the State proceeds essentially from its character of 
being our own mind extended, so to speak, beyond our immediate consciousness. 
Not only is the conduct of life as a whole beyond the powers of the average 
individual at its average level, but it is beyond the powers of all the average 
individuals in a society taken together at their average level. We make a great 
mistake in thinking of the force exercised by the State as limited to the restraint of 
disorderly persons by the police and the punishment of intentional lawbreakers. 

The State is the fly-wheel of our life. Its system is constantly reminding us of 
duties, from sanitation to the incidents of trusteeship, which we have not the least 
desire to neglect, but which we are either too ignorant or too indolent to carry out 


apart from instruction and authoritative suggestion. We profit at every turn by 
Institutions, rules, traditions, researches, made by minds at their best, which, 
through State action, are now in a form to operate as extensions of our own minds. 
It is not merely the contrast between the limited activity of one individual and the 
greater achievement of millions put together. It is the contrast between individuals 
working in the order and armed with the laws, customs, writings, and institutions 
devised by ages, and the same individuals considered as their daily average selves, 
with a varying but always limited range of immediate consciousness. For at any 
given moment, no judge knows all the law; no author knows all his own books, not 
to mention those of others; no official of an institution has the whole logic and 
meaning of the institution before his mind. All individuals are continually 
reinforced and carried on, beyond their average immediate consciousness, by the 
knowledge, resources, and energy which surround them in the social order, with its 
inheritance, of which the order itself is the greater part. And the return of this 
greater self, forming a system adjusted to unity, upon their isolated minds, as an 
expansion and stimulus. To them, necessarily takes the shape of force, in as far as 
their minds are inert. And this must always be the case, not merely so long as wills 
are straightforwardly rebellious against the common good, but so long as the 
knowledge and energy of the average mind are unequal to dealing, on its own 
initiative and out of its own resources, with all possible conjunctions in which 
necessary conditions of the common good are to be maintained. In other words, 
there must be inertia to overcome, as long as the limitations of our animal nature' 
exist at all. The State is, as Plato told us, the individual mind writ large, or, as we 
have said, our mind reinforced by capacities which are of its own nature, but which 
supplement its defects. And this being so, the less complete must clearly submit to 
find itself in the more complete, and be carried along with it so far as the latter is 
able to advance. It is very important to note, however, that our mind at its best is 
very different from our mind at its average; and it has understood and approved, 
when at its best, a great deal which in its average moments comes upon it as force 
or custom from the outside. Thus, there is no abrupt division between our 
conscious mind and the social system of suggestion, custom, and force, which 
supports and extends and amends it. The two are related much as the focus of 
consciousness is related to the sub -conscious and automatic habits by which daily 
life is rendered possible. It is no more conceivable that social life should go on 
without force and authoritative custom, because the end of social life is reflected in 
the varying intelligence of individuals, than that individual life should go on 
without sub-consciousness and automatism, because it is ultimately relative to the 


ends which appear as ideas in the shifting focus of the mind. The inherent 
limitations of State action will be dealt with in a later chapter. We have thus far 
been attempting to make clear what is meant by the identification of the State with 
the Real Will of the Individual in which he wills his own nature as a rational being; 
in which identification we find the only true account of political obligation. 



Fascist Environmentalism

Forests, indispensable to the life and the general economy of Nations, are of 
particular importance in our Country, half the area of which is mountainous. 

The conditions of the mountains and of the torrent and river beds, the land-slips 
and crumbling slopes, frequent floods and avalanches, the impoverishment of 
mountains and of agriculture, the exodus of the rural population, the amounts spent 
on imports of timber - in short, all the disasters ensuing upon the cutting down of 
woods, are evident proofs, that only the work of time can cancel, of the destructive 
mania which effete past Governments were powerless to stop. 








The Fascist Regime, with its clear policy of reconstructing national integrity, 
production and prosperity, was bound to give deep thought to this problem, and it 
has proved capable of facing it in full. 

In this field as in others the resolute words of the Duce struck home, and Italians at 
once realized that forestry had entered upon a new era. 

THE MESSAGES OF THE DUCE - Benito Mussolini had his say on this matter 
in words which by their conciseness and firmness made a deep impression on the 
minds of the people and influenced their action. 

We may quote some of the more striking parts: 

" I love trees. Defend them.” 

“I will help you to defend them ", 

" I applaud all efforts to give new mountain wealth to the country and greater 
security to the agriculture of the plains, Pursue tenaciously this arduous enterprise 
you have engaged in to preserve for Italy the scented forests that gave Rome her 
triremes and the sea-faring republics their galleys, and to give back to the 
mountains of our country their green covering of trees, without which their 
imperial beauty is not complete ." 

" I wish to affirm once more my resolute intention of saving our remaining 
forests and restoring their classic woods to the barren hillside of the Country. And I 
am happy to send my message of faith to the Province of Trento, which harbours 
such an intense love of its forests together with an undying love of Italy.” 

"The causes of prolonged droughts, unbroken by atmospherical discharges 
(apart from destructive cyclones) are to be sought for in the woefully barren 
mountain tracts of the Apennines- We lack great forests with their spreading 
shadows whence arise the currents that coagulate the acqueous vapour suspended 
in the higher strata of the atmosphere and cause it to precipitate in. the form of 
rain. 

"While waiting for the millions of trees that have been planted to accomplish 
among their many duties also this fundamental function of atmospheric 
equilibrium the period of waiting will be long; certainly not less than half a century 
- irrigating plants must be established without delay... The complete reclamation of 
the country is an initiative the accomplishment of which will alone suffice to make 
the Revolution of the Black Shirts famous throughout the centuries ". 


" From the ever restless sea, we pass to the mountains which safeguard our great 
plain and form the back-bone of the peninsula. 

"A mountain policy is being put into action. 

"The bleak summits are being clothed with trees, planted and protected by the 
Forest Militia". 

" Be proud of your mountains; love the life of your mountains, and do not let 
yourselves be seduced by the life of the so-called great cities, where men live 
crowded into stone or cement boxes without air or light, with less space and often 
in dire poverty. 

Be proud of your numerous and healthy children, for the day in which our sturdy 
Alpine race dies out will be a sad one both for you and for the Nation. " 

FROM WORDS TO ACTION. - The National Forest Militia. - The Duce wished 
to give the country a technically trained police force with military character and 
discipline, rigidly to enforce the laws and carry out the works begun. He therefore 
established the National Forest Militia. 

At the present moment it is commanded by a General Consul, and is composed of 
328 officers, 377 non-commissioned officers, 302 chosen militiamen and 2638 
soldiers of the militia. 

The recruitment of the officers and the militiamen is based on a rigid criterion of 
selection. The officers are chosen by regular completion from among graduates in 
Civil Engineering and Agricultural Sciences. The winners of the competition have 
also to frequent a special course for Training Officers at the R. Highei Agrarian 
Institute in Florence before being allowed to exercise their duties. 

The militiamen are also recruited by means of a publicly announced competition 
and are then sent to the R. Training School for Forest militiamen at Cittaducale. 

The non-commissioned officers are chosen from among the militiamen. 

The Forest Black Shirts have known how to assert themselves and they answer to 
our highest expectations, as we shall show when we come to speak of the single 
activities and various enterprises. 

WOODS, REAFFORESTATION, PASTURE-LANDS. - Present statistics, 
always susceptible of correction, show a wooded surface of about 5,545,000 


hectares, of which 3,500,000 are on the mountains, 1,740,000 on the hillsides and 
305,000 in the plains. 

The greater part of these forests, about 50 % of them, are situated in Northern Italy; 
30 % are in Central Italy and 20 % in Southern Italy, including the Islands. 

We have besides 7,600,000 hectares, of meadows, pasture-lands and waste lands, 
4,085,000 of which are on the mountains, 2,403 on the hills, and 1,112,000 in the 
plains. 

Lastly we have approximately 3,400,000 hectares of cultivated area in the 
mountains. 

From this we see that although properly and prevalently mountainous, the 
silviculture of our country does not occupy even one half of our mountain area. 

Nor are the 5,545,000 hectares of so-called wood ed lands all covered with real 
woods: the greater part consists of underwood, deteriorated woods and scrub, with 
only a small proportion of forest-trees. 

From this picture one gathers how vast and arduous is the task of reconstruction 
undertaken by the Fascist Government and assigned to the Forest Militia. 

The Forest Militia devotes all its energies to the protection of these forests or 
remains of forests, the greater part of which belong either to the Communes, the 
State or to private individuals, and in 1929 it had to denounce some 60,000 
infringements. 

As part of their technical duties, the Militia officers direct the works being done by 
the State and by the Associations formed between Provinces, Communes, and 
State. 

These associations, which formerly existed in only a few provinces, have now been 
established nearly all over the country. The Militia directs not only all the re¬ 
wooding and re-conditioning of the forests belonging to Corporations, but also the 
works for the enrichment of mountain pasture-lands. 

The Militia has also under its control the game service and fishing service in 
mountain waters. 

The few technical officers of the Royal Forest Guard, who owing to age limit or to 
superabundance on the military cadres, have remained on the civil lists, are 


attached to the General Headquarters of the Militia and collaborate wholeheartedly 
with it. 

The stimulus given by the Fascist Government to the work of rewooding and of 
systematizing the forests of the mountain basin, compared with the slowness of 
former Governments is shown by the following figures: whereas only 26,200 
hectares were reforested and only 16,500 hectares of mountain area were 
systematized in the 55 yearn from 1867 to June 30, 1922, in the 7 years from 1922 
to June 30, 1929, 5,884 hectares of land have been reforested and 15,283 hectare of 
mountain area have been systematized. 

These figures do not include the reforestation of State forest for regular cultural 
purposes. 

The rhythm of this work becomes yearly more rapid. According to General 
Agostini's last report to the Duce, some 79,500,000 small plants and some 557,000 
kilograms of forest seeds have been planted within the last two years. 

The planting of poplar trees along the mud-banks and hydraulic appurtenances of 
the plains has been greatly intensified. In the financial year 1928-29, 8,794,000 lire 
were set aside for the enrichment of the mountain pastures, that is, 159 % more 
than the annual average for the five years from 1917 to 1924, and 2,865,000 lire 
were assigned for State grants, 1,271,000 of which have already been paid out, that 
is, 393 % more than the average for the same period of five years. 

But besides providing for this branch of the general technical and preservation 
service of the forests and pastures belonging to Communes, corporate bodies and 
private owners, the Fascist State has provided for the organization and enlargement 
of an equally important branch of this service, that of the Administration of the 
State Forests. 

STATE FOREST ADMINISTRATION. - Many voices had been raised in the 
past in favour of the direct intervention of the State for the formation of a vast 
State Forest Demesne. We need only recall here the names of Senators Luigi Rava, 
Giovanni Raineri and the late Luigi Luzzatti, who, by carrying the bill of 1910, 
was the first to lay a solid foundation upon which to build up the scheme. 

A special Office was thus formed for the Administration of the State Forest 
Demesnes, by handing over to the Department of Agri culture all forests, formerly 
depending upon the Finance Department, and also by purchasing new forests. 


The total area of 218,329 hectares has thus been increased during the Fascist 
period to 226,932 hectares, as follows: 


Forests.hectares 150.520 

Pasture-lands, meadows, etc. “ 23.592 

Barren lands. “ 52.820 


The wooded surface of 150,520, includes 16 % of coppice and is distributed as 
follows: 


Northern Italy.hectares 58.442 

Central Italy. “ 28.546 

Southern Italy including the Islands. . .. “ 63.532 


The surface thus covered is very modest when compared with the immense extent 
of our mountainous regions, where no other growth except woods is profitable or 
possible. 

The National Forest Militia was also employed in the care, custody, administration 
and technical management of the special office, now known as the State Forest 
Office. 

During the present Regime a definite improvement has taken place in our Forest 
demesnes owing to the building of houses and barracks for the staff, either in the 
middle of the forests or on their outskirts, through the extension of the road 
systems, the installation of cable and telephone lines, saw-mills, and hygienic 
systematization and improvement. 

Under the Fascist Government our Forest Demesnes will go on steadily increasing. 

Tens of millions of stocks, the profits derived from the Office, have already been 
set aside for the purpose. 

Another considerable addition to the State Demesnes can be made by passing over 
to the State the private Lands, which under the Integral Reclamation Act are to be 
systematized and reforested, but which up to the present moment have only been 
occupied subject to the payment of an indemnity to the proprietors. 

Thus the Regime will at last be able to fulfill what has heretofore been the vain 
ambition of our experts, whose long experience taught them the futility of working 
another man's estates and paying him dues for right of occupation, merely to return 







it later on, properly wooded, in the hope that it would be carefully husbanded: a 
vain hope that generally ended in bitter disappointment, loss of time and money, 
and worse local conditions. Another strong point in the mountain policy of the 
present Government is represented by its praiseworthy tendency towards what has 
been termed " a single forest front 

We have already drawn attention to the fact that the greater part of the State's forest 
patrimony consists of common lands greatly deteriorated and mostly unproductive. 

By the direct intervention of the State and consequently "of the Forest Militia in 
the management of these woods, not only will their de finite preservation and 
national utilization be assured, but the Communes can count on them for a safe 
income, while they afford profitable resources for regional industries and activities, 
and contribute to improve the living conditions of the inhabitants, who will feel 
more strongly attached than ever to their native mountains. 

Here again the Office for the Forest Demesnes has already taken over the 
management of some six thousand hectares of wooded lands belonging to four 
Communes in the province of Catanzaro, and is administrating them as State 
Forests, the net proceeds being handed over to the Corporations they belong to. 

Finally, the Forest Office, which offers such an excellent example of rational forest 
cultivation to the Country, has but recently finished systematizing some of the 
most important forests, thus providing for their lasting preservation and 
safeguarding their revenues. 

PRINCIPAL PROVISIONS OF THE LAW. - In addition to the laws mentioned 
above relating to the institution of the National Forest De- Forest Policy 93 
mesnes, and the re-organization and reform of the legislation referring to woods 
and mountain areas, the Fascist Government has issued special provisions for 
increasing State contributions to the Forest Unions, for the systematization of 
mountain basins, for a Mountain Secretary ship, for the National Parks in the 
Abruzzi and on the Gran Paradiso, for the regulation of pasture-lands, and so on. 

All these decrees are being gradually amended whenever the necessity arises, as 
for instance by the extension of forest preservation to all forests. 

The law, however, which consolidates and recapitulates the various provisions for 
rural Italy, is the Duce's law for the integral reclamation of the land and the 
institution of an Under-Secretaryship in the Department of Agriculture and 
Forestry, the task of which is to study such problems. 


Intimately connected with the enforcement of this law is the systematization of the 
mountain basins, which from now on is to begin, as a rule, from the top, with a 
view to rational reforestation. 

This logical provision is a definite step-forward in the Fascist Forest policy. 

Side by side with these works and ordinances, the Regime has placed special 
attention to the development of small industries, which generally constitute the 
best resources of the inhabitants of the mountains. 

Practical studies are leading to the enactment of special provisions which will 
furnish further proof of the Government's vigilant care of our hardy rural 
populations. 

CORPORATIVE ORGANIZATION. - In the past, forest-keepers and labourers 
were little considered and generally confused with other classes of labourers; but 
they have now been fully recognized and organized in a separate body by the 
Fascist Corporative State. 

As a result of these workers having been thus organized and divided into different 
categories, it has also been possible to secure a higher standard of working ability. 

Wood-cutters and shepherds have acquired a new class dignity, born of a feeling of 
pride in the trade they belong to. 

Both small industries and large industries have felt the effects of the improved 
conditions of labour; and the latter has found in the Fe derations of the forest 
proprietors and manufacturers well-organized bodies capable of facilitating the 
working and selling of mountain produce. 

FOREST PROPAGANDA. - It is also a merit of the Regime to have amalgamated 
the various institutions for forest propaganda and created a National Forest 
Committee, of which I myself have again been appointed president by the 
Ministers concerned. 

We have among other things revived the celebration of Arbour Day, for the care 
and growth of small trees planted by children. 

Last year during this school ceremony one million two hundred thousand small 
trees were planted and the Committee presented to the prize-winners some 2330 
diplomas and medals. 


Remembrance Parks and Avenues, a purely Fascist institution, have also been 
given a place of honour by the Committee. 

Kinematographs, publications, conferences, exhibitions, and practical examples of 
reforestation are all cared for by the Committee. 

By building a Park near Mantua for Vergil's Millenary, containing the flora 
mentioned in the Georgies, I feel sure I have interpreted the wish of all thinkers 
and scholars. This Park contains all the flora sung by the Poet and will be 
inaugurated next October. 

Other enterprises are materializing. I wish to close these few notes by recalling the 
spontaneous offer of labour on the part of the populations of the Basilicata for the 
restoration of certain mountain regions. This is a fine instance of forest interest and 
Fascist faith and it has been followed lately by the provinces of Arezzo and Forli. 

The efforts of the Duce towards the restoration of our forests have aroused much 
interest abroad and excited considerable admiration. 

The Press of those Countries where forestry is more developed and where its value 
is properly appreciated has shown great sympathy for our forest movement, and 
has declared " that there is sufficient daring in such a conception to make the name 
of Mussolini immortal". 

On a memorable " forest day " at Asiago, I said that" as our mountains, rising 
above the uniform greyness of the plains, are nearer to the stars, so are our sturdy 
and silent mountaineers nearer to the heart of Italy". 

The wise measures taken by the Government and the work accomplished so far for 
our mountains and our mountain populations prove the truth of that assertion and 
justify confidence in the future of Italian forestry under the Fascist Regime.

A certain Italian liberalism that claims to be the only representative of the 
authoritative immortal principles, extraordinarily resembles socialism now half 
defunct, since it too like the latter, believes it possesses an indisputable scientific” 
truth, good for all times, places and situations. Here is the absurdity. Liberalism is 
not the ultimate word nor does it represent a final formula in the matter of the art of 
government. In this difficult and delicate art, which works on the most refractory 







of materials and in a constant state of movement, since it works with the living and 
not with the dead, —in the political art there is no Aristotelian unity of time, place 
and action. Men have been fortunately governed in a thousand different ways. 
Liberalism is the contribution and the method of the nineteenth century and is not 
stupid as Daudet believes, for there are no stupid centuries and intelligent 
centuries, but intelligence and stupidity alternate in greater or less proportions in 
every century. It does not follow that liberalism, which was a good method of 
government for the nineteenth century, that is for a century dominated by two such 
essential phenomena as the development of capitalism and the rise of the sentiment 
of nationality, must necessarily be adapted to the twentieth century, which is 
already assuming characteristics very different from those which distinguished the 
preceding century. Facts are worth more than books and experience more than 
doctrine. Now the greatest experiences since the War, those which are in continual 
movement before our eyes, indicate liberalism’s defeat. In Russia and in Italy it has 
been demonstrated that it is possible to govern irrespective of and contrary to the 
whole liberal ideology. Communism and fascism are outside of liberalism. 

But wherein does this liberalism essentially consist, with which all the enemies of 
fascism are today more or less directly inflamed? Does liberalism mean universal 
suffrage and related things? Does it mean keeping the Chamber of Deputies open 
permanently because it affords the indecent spectacle which had been generally 
nauseating? Does it mean to, allow to a few in the name of liberty the liberty of 
killing the liberty of all? Does it mean to open the door wide to those who declare 
their hostility to the state and who are actively working at its destruction? Is this 
liberalism? Very well, if this is liberalism; it is a theory and practice of abnegation 
and of ruin. Liberty is not an end but a means. As a means it must be controlled 
and dominated. And this raises the theme of “force.” 

The honorable liberals are begged to tell me if there ever was a government in 
history that was based exclusively on the consent of the people and renounced any 
and every use of force. A government so constituted there never was and there 
never will be. Consent is as changeable as the formations in the sands of the 
seashore. We cannot have it always. Nor can it ever be total. No government has 
ever existed that made all its subjects happy. Whatever solution you happen to give 
to any problem whatsoever, even though you share the Divine wisdom, you would 
inevitably create a class of malcontents. If in geometry so far it has been 
impossible to square the circle, it has been even more so in politics. Given as 
axiomatic that any provision of the government whatsoever creates some 


malcontents, how are you going to avoid that this discontent spread and constitute 
a danger for the solidarity of the state? You avoid it with force; by bringing a 
maximum force to bear; by employing this force inexorably whenever it is 
rendered necessary. Rob any government of force — and I mean physical, armed 
force —and leave it with only its Immortal principles, and that government will be 
at the mercy of the first group that is organized and intent on overthrowing it. Now 
fascism throws these lifeless theories on the dump heap. When a group or a party is 
in power it has the obligation of fortifying itself and defending itself against all. 
The plain truth that must stare into the eyes of anyone not blinded by dogmatism, 
is that men are perhaps tired of liberty. They have had an orgy of it. Today liberty 
is no longer the chaste stem virgin for whom the generations of the first half of the 
last century fought and died. For the youth that is intrepid, restless and hard, that 
faces the dawn of the new history, there are other words of much greater power, 
and they are: order,, hierarchy, discipline. This poor Italian liberalism that is 
groaning and battling for a wider liberty is singularly behind the times. It is 
completely incomprehensible and impossible. They talk of the seeds that will bring 
back the spring. Jesting! Some seeds die under the shroud of winter. Fascism that 
was not afraid of being called reactionary while many of today’s liberals lay prone 
before the triumphant beast, has no hesitation today in calling itself illiberal and 
anti-liberal. Fascism will not fall victim to this kind of vulgar play. 

Let it be known therefore once and for all that fascism knows no idols and 
worships no fetishes; it has already passed over and if necessary will turn once 
more and quietly pass over the decayed corpse of the Goddess Liberty. 



Fascist Law and the 
Dissolving of the Public, 
Private Dichotomy

One of the most common misperceptions applied to totalitarianism and more 
narrowly, fascism is the idea that the individual would be completely subservient 
to the State, being nothing more than a slave existing to carry out the orders of 
his/her masters from the nation’s capital. Behind this idea is the fallacious notion 
held by populaces raised in a liberal democracy that the State is an artificial 
imposition, something imposed upon people to restrict their freedom of action and 
movement, a necessary evil. This thinking once embedded produces a mindset 
which views the State in an adversarial role qua society. If the State is artificial, it 
therefore must be limited, retaining powers only delineated by the true sovereigns, 
the people. Fascism and other political doctrines that fit into the totalitarian mold 
would by default be placed directly against liberal democracy and since the view of 





the State differs with the former and challenges the nature of the political good 
held by the latter. Fascism would be held in the most negative light possible. The 
differences we encounter and attempt to work through are embedded in the 
subconscious of our opponents and need to be fought with ideas which are more 
coherent and logical, avoiding the innuendos and dogmas of liberal democracy. 

I’m sure we’ve all heard sayings such as “What happens in the bedroom stays in 
the bedroom.” “The wall separating church and state needs to stay strong.” These 
are only a couple amongst the numerous dictums used to justify the present regime 
and its ideological framework. The exaggerations and dishonesty become apparent 
once one studies history or engages in empirical observation. No government in 
history has attempted to seriously regulate conduct in the bedroom and even if that 
was their true desire, the ability to do so has never existed. The closest we’ve 
come in this country to violating people’s privacy in the bedroom are the anti¬ 
sodomy laws which prohibited a certain type of sexual intercourse. The few 
people who were actually arrested under these statutes were as a result of making 
their actions known publicly in the hopes of creating political change. The anti¬ 
sodomy laws existed as a moral statement and not as a practical means to regulate 
behavior. Whether it is sex, drugs or any of the other myriad number of behaviors 
we engage in through the privacy of our own homes, the ability of the government 
to regulate that conduct is seriously limited, it always has been and will continue to 
be in the near future. However, the resulting conclusion should not be a fallback to 
the opposite point of view that these issues should be ignored by the State, that 
there is a purely private realm and a purely public domain, both of which have 
their own separate jurisdictions. As we continue to deconstruct the antiquated 
nature of liberal democracy, the reality of contemporary society becomes 
progressively clearer; that there is no longer a public and a private, they are both 
one and the same thing, and while the reach and power of the State may by its very 
nature be limited it has an interest in everything and everybody which falls under 
its jurisdiction. 

The idea of the artificiality of the State presupposes a certain degree of intelligence 
and social structure existing prior to its arrival, albeit this social structure being one 
plagued by a significant amount of lawlessness and violence, although not enough 
to drastically alter the nature of society. If governments were limited to nothing 
more than a protection of property and enforcement of contract, then the 
fundamentals of the society that gave birth to them would for the most part be 
solid. Here’s the fundamental contradiction in liberal democratic social contract 


theory. If the State of Nature (which even amongst the proponents of the social 
contract, was admitted to have existed) were at any time, a reality, then its essential 
brutishness would make it unlivable. Would simple enforcement of contract and 
property rights really be adequate to address a social landscape characterized by 
constant anarchy and warfare? The conception of property rights itself requires 
cognitive thought, something which could not exist in a subsistence lifestyle where 
all physical resources would have to be applied to acquiring the bare means of 
survival. This environment would serve as a constant antagonist to any attempts to 
establish a social structure. Social structures require a certain degree of respect for 
boundaries and customs. A life characterized by anarchy would make it 
impossible for this respect to become established, as individuals just to survive 
would have to violate the boundaries of other individuals to acquire the means of 
survival. 

On the other hand, the perpetuation of humanity argues for the permanence of the 
State as an institution. The act of procreation produces a connection between male 
and female, which is cemented through the birth of offspring. The emotions 
produced from this relationship gives birth to a mind divorced from pure 
subsistence needs and directed towards creation of an environment suitable for the 
heirs of this union. This is the beginning of the State, it’s impossible for it never to 
have existed. Through changes in shape and form, it has always been and always 
will continue to be. It is us and we are it. 

There’s always seemed to b a strain within fascism which warms to the 
interpretation of the idea not out of a desire to help individuals but to take out 
internal frustrations upon society using the State as the tool to accomplish this. 
Even though this has always been a fringe element within the movement the media 
and public have not wasted any opportunity to expose these individuals and make 
them representative of fascist thought in general. This point of view ignores a key 
element within fascist thought and that is the importance of idealism. The belief is 
that reality is the product of the mind. Within this field of philosophy emphasis 
has always been placed on the importance between the relationships of individuals 
with their larger social context, including but not limited to the State, occupations, 
and families. While spiritual growth happens on an individual level, the individual 
is incapable of generating this growth as an autonomous individual. Instead, 
he/she can only engage in thought after internalizing their interactions with other 
individuals and social units which compose the larger social context. Hence, the 


importance fascism places on society and individuality not as a product of the 
individual, but as the creation of the society as a whole. 

Fascist law cannot be regarded as an attempt at repression. This is where viewing 
law through the lenses of liberalism comes into play. Law isn’t an artificial source 
of punishment used solely for the sake of order, but a reflection of our innermost 
values put into a legal code. Laws designed to restrict certain behaviors and 
actions aren’t created out of ill will and a desire to punish the wrongdoer but out of 
a desire to help the individual and by extension of society. This doesn’t mean that 
a fascist State would delve so deeply into a person’s private life that personal 
workouts be mandated or surveillance systems would be set up inside people’s 
homes. Conversion through force alone is always inadequate to convert someone 
to a fascist consciousness; that decision must be made by the individual. 

Deeper still, that fascist consciousness focuses on the love of truth. That is, a 
fascist lives the search for truth. At such point, the issue of force becomes moot, as 
one's love of truth is internalized; s/he lives the philosophy. The job of the State is 
to create an environment conducive to fostering this consciousness. The 
Corporatist State through its cooperative structures would work primarily on a 
subconscious level to transform individuals, to wean them away from the 
dependence upon a market mentality and outlook. We can see a parallel to this in 
contemporary society and the influence it has on individual behavior through its 
institutions; how advertising and television color how we think and behave, and 
how the growing substance abuse in this country is a direct product of the inability 
of people to live up to the empty material promises which society always seems to 
offer. People don’t engage in immoral behaviors because they were born bad 
people. We live our lives according to the paths, and obstacles put in front of us 
and after internalization, we adjust to our environment. If these paths and 
obstacles lead to a corrupt environment then the resulting product will resemble 
that corruption which encourages good behavior. 

No law can be truly ineffective if the will is there to implement it. Cases in point 
are laws covering supposedly private behaviors. Let us take marijuana laws. Even 
with usage of the drug being illegal, the ability for someone to smoke a joint in 
their own home was not seriously enforced, and if it was, then the sentence for 
such usage was usually light. This state of affairs, along with the failure of the war 
on drugs and increase marijuana usage across society, produced a situation where 
the drugs and increased marijuana usage across society further lead to the 


perception that attempts to control private behavior was useless.. What was ignored 
was the lack of any will to enforce the values which the law represented. At the 
same time the war on drugs was being waged, popular entertainment through 
movies and music was openly promoting usage of the drug. The contradiction 
inherent within American law was that because of the first Amendment, open 
encouragement to disobey the law is tolerated, disrespect of the law is encouraged, 
and stifling the ability to appreciate higher values. A scenario involving mass 
arrests and kicking down doors to apprehend marijuana users and put them out of 
circulation with long prison sentences was unrealistic and more often than not 
being offered up as a bogeyman by legalization proponents. Instead, cutting off 
the virtual supply of the drug through regulation of the material coming out of the 
entertainment industry would most likely have reduced usage in a much greater 
fashion without the drastic social costs involved. 

Now, we have a situation where not only has usage become legalized, but also with 
that legalization has come the inevitable commodification of the drug. In states 
where marijuana is now legal, it’s common to see billboards promoting it and 
shops selling marijuana candy bars and gummi bears in an attempt to expand 
market share by increasing their customer base. As usage will continue to spread, 
its roots within the culture will grow deeper until its use will become not only 
encouraged but also expected, as those who abstain from consumption from will be 
looked upon as social anomalies, much like those who abstain from alcohol usage 
completely. 

With technological growth and development, our society has changed. It’s easy to 
understand why the founders thought how they did over 200 years ago when most 
of the population lived on farms in relatively self-sufficient homesteads. The 
perception then that the private sphere was distinct from the public had more 
validity. Bad ideas had much more trouble traveling long distances in short 
periods of time. However, as a primarily agricultural society became industrialized 
and then technological, the distance between neighbors shrunk. What was 
previously a society characterized by limited social interaction outside the 
community is now characterized by communities composed of millions of people. 
Social interactions take place between countless individuals most of who we have 
little if any knowledge of. The basic nature of social interaction though has 
remained the same; that we internalize these interactions and create a new 
individual as the result. 


In an agricultural society, an individual with an addiction problem to a deadly 
substance will most likely remain an individual with a deadly addiction problem. 
Put this person into a contemporary urban setting and the inward drive we all must 
perpetuate ourselves through advocating our ideals and lifestyles takes over, and 
what was previously an individual problem now becomes social one. This applies 
not only to drug usage, but also to sex, morality, and abortion, all of those topics 
which compose the social issues which colorize contemporary politics. As 
referenced above with the consequences of marijuana legalization, not only does 
the particular activity become legalized but the context surrounding the activity 
also becomes affected. Promotion of the activity, selling, buying and promoting 
are all legalized and cannot be effectively curtailed because of American 
Constitutional Law. The nature of humanity being what it is, the human 
development, both spiritually and biologically, those inputs we receive produce 
outputs which come to define us. In addition, as this relationship grows and 
becomes more intense the more relevance fascist thought will continue to have. 
The fundamental idea first expressed by Ugo Spirito that “public and private are 
one and the same” will prove prophetic. 

So, “totalitarian” does not mean oppression, but that everything is interconnected, 
that what can be said of one person's behavior affects the rest. Yet, it is not simply 
behavior that concerns the affecting society. Law if only a codification of that 
preferred behavior and, as observed 2400 years ago by the Greeks, such is not 
enough. To really emerge from the jungle, civilized society, beyond affirming a 
consciousness oriented to the love of truth, lives it.
